be raking of the oathi of the-ſaids Proveſt and Baillyes thereanent, you | 
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eooke the oathes of eAniro Milne Proveſt of the ſaide Burgh of Linlithgo 
Cavdro Bell and Iemes Glen Baillyes thereof who being with all requiſite 
Solemnitie Sworne:Deponed vpon their conſciences; That the foreſaid Fir- 
| lot:and Meaſure produced by them, was the verie true andJuſt meaſure

Which Firlor, the faids Commiſſioners Haue Fund, and Declared, Sta- 
eute and Ordeided, to bethe Juſtand onlie Firlot which ſhall be received 
and uſed, by all his Majeſtics Lieges in all tyme comming : For metting 
of Wheat, Rye, Bcines, Peas, Meal, VWhyrt. Salr, and ſuch other ſtuff& 
ViRuall as before this tyme hath beine in Uſe ro bee meaſured by ftraik 
Mett, within this Kingdome. The wydnes, and Breadnes, of the which 
Firlot vnder and above cuen over within the buirds, ſhall contein nyne- | 
rcen Inches, and ſext part inche; and the deipnes, ſeaven Inches, and 
ane thrid part of ane inche: andthe Peck, halfe Peck, and. fourtpartPeck 
to bee made cffeirand thereto; And the ſteppes of the ſaid Firlot robe in 
thiknes.one Inche atthe leaſt : That the Botrome thereof bee croſſed with 
Iron nayled to the ſame, and to the _ of the Firlot; and the edge of 
the bottome entring within the lagene bee pared outwith towards the 
nether-ſyde, and to be made inwith plaine and juſt reul-right; That the 
mouth bee ringed about with ane croce or girth of Iron inwith andout- 
with, hauing a croce Iron barre paſſing ouer from the one. ſyde to the 
other, thrie ſquared, and edge doun, and a plaine ſyde vp, which (ball 
goc reul-right with the edge of the Firlot, and cuerie ſquare ſhall be ane 
juſt Inche of breadch. And that there be ane prick of Iron one Inche in 
roundnes, with ane ſhoulder vnder and abouc-and ryſing vpright out of 
the Centre or midſt of the bottome of the Firlor, and paſſing through 
the midſt of the ſaid over croce-barre, rooved both vnder and aboue. 
And that the ſaid Cowpar. cauſe the ring-ſtraik of the ſaid Firlot, pafſe 
from the one end of the ſaid over Iron barretothe other : And the fame - 
to bee brunt and ſealled, with the- mark of foure Crownes, vpon both 
the ſydes'of the bottome, with fyve_impreſſions of the lecter L,vponthe 
lippes thereof. And for eſchuing of fraud inallryme comming ; The ſaids 
Commiſſioners all in one voice but diſcrepance or variance, Hauetho- 
_ expedient Statut and Ordeined, by vertuc of the foreſaid Commi- 
| flton granted to them by the ſaid laite AR of Parliament, That all Vic-- 
euall and ſtuff ſhall bee meaſured by ſtraik, through all the parts of this. 
Kingdome, in all tyme comming. And by reaſon. that Maulrt, Beare, and. 
Aites, haue cuer becne Uſed Ky Bi meaſured by heape; and that by the 
meaning of ſeverall prgceiding Ads of Parliament, LT hath beinetho- 
ught, that Heapes in proportion was the juſt chrid of the Firlot and Peck, 
So that thric ſtraiked Firlots, for two heaped Firlots, Sex ſtraiked Firlots 
L 2 _ forfoure 
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for foure heaped Firlots, was thought to bee a juſt proportion, the ene 
agreable to the other. And the ſaids Commiſſioners by tryall and exa- 
taivation hauing found that the Heape in proportion, I Snotthe juſtthrid 
part of the Firlot and Peck, but that there is a great difference therein, 
and no ſmall prxjudice both to the giver and receiver, of thrie ſtraiked 
Firlots or Pecks, for two heaped firlots or pecks, and conſequentlie of 
ſex for foure, the Heape being alwayes the ſefle meaſure as Gid is. 
THEREFORE they hauc found it expedient to cauſe make ane 
particular Meaſure or Firlot, for metting of Mault, Beare, and Aites, by 
ſtcaike, in all ryme comming, which being made and produced in their 
preſence, and after tryall and examination thereof, Haue found the ſame 
in proportion neireſt to the ſaid Heape, ſo that foure firaiked Meaſures 
or Firlots thereof, conteines in juſt proportion (and to the lefle prxju- 
dice of all his Majeſties Lieges ) foure heaped Firlots. Which the faids

rowes and all others his Majeſties Lieges for that cffe&, betwix the date 
hereof and therwentic day of Apryle next-tocome. And that foure fulles 
of eirher of the foreſaids Firlots conteine and bee repute to bee ane juſt 
BOLL, in all tyme coming allenerlie.

THERFORE and conformeto their ſaid Comiſſion and AR of Par- 
liament forefaid, and for c{chuing of all fraud, Haue thought expedient,

Lieges to that effe&, berwixt and the Firſt 
day of Apryle next to come: And thar they have dowble Scandards of

Dunbr:1ane, for a warrand as ſaid is: and the other with themſelfes and

weght, either by infefrments, Tacks, foundations, bandes, or contrats 
whatſomeuer, made before the date hereof anentthe conforming and pro- 
portionating of the meaſures and weghts conteined in the aids infeftmers 
Tacks revs, Adina and others Securities foreſaids, with the meaſures & 
Weehts now eſtabliſhed, if ſurenotice and tryall be nor taken of the juſt 
ds au and quantitie of the meaſures and weghts which haue beine moſt 
cuſtomablie vſed and received thele fiftic or thrieſcore yeeres bygone, 
within the Shirefdomes vnder-written, viz. Lanerk, wigtoun, Drumfress, 
Roxburgh, and Bervik, In the which the ſaids Commiſſhoners conſide- 
ring evidentlic the greateſt diverſitic of meaſures and _ from the 
meaſures and weghts now eſtabliſhed, to bee for the moſt part: So that 
theſe fyve ſhyres being broght to the conformitie aforeſaid, the reſt of 
the Shyres within this Kingdome may be caſilic reduced tothe ſame, con- 
forme to this preſent AQ.
